T---s W--n--n, Efq;] Sir, As to the Bill 
mentioned by the Hon. Gentleman I have 
nothing to fay againft ir; and I don’t know

Let the Majority determine as often as they 
will, I fhall always be ready to offer thofe 
which I take to be good Arguments againft 
any thing that I think is wrong, or in Sup- 
port of what I think is right. The svorthy 
Gentleman feems to be much afraid left the 
Members of this Houfe fhould reaffume any 
ancient Privilege, or extend thofe they at 
— enjoy; I can fee no Reafon for his 

eing fo mighty cautious in this refpeét; bus 
what is now propofed, is really no Re-af- 
fumption of any old Privilege, nor is it an 
Extenfion of any Privilege we now enjoy; 
it is only neglecting a Piece of Form upon 
an Extraordinary Occafion, when there ap- 
pears to beno manner of Ufe in obferving it. 

Sir F---n R----t] Sir, I wonder to hear it 
infifted on, that the Motion firft made is fo 
unprecedented ; I remember a Bill prefenred 
in the fame, or rather more extraordinary 
manner, and that was, the laft Sufpenfion 
af the Habeas Corpus AX, many now in the 
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Houfe may remember that the Gendleman who 
brought in that Bill, ftood clofe at the Bar 
of the Houfe, when, after cing. the Houfe 

the King 
dom were in from the rebellious Plots then 
carrying on, and that it was ar that Jun@ure 
abfolutely neceflary to onpomer his Maieliy 
to fecure the Perfons of thofe whom he fuf- 
pected to be plorting againft our Eftablifh- 
ment, he then informed the Houfe, that he 
had prepared a Bill for that Purpofe, and 
therefore moved for Leave to bring it xp-5 
which was immediately granted, and the Bill 
was I believe chat very Day twice read, 
and ordered to be committed: This, Sir, 
was fomething more extraordinary than what 
is now moved for, becaufe the Bill then 
ordered to be brought up, was a Bill thar 
had never been before this Houfe, and con- 


¢ fequently no Member of the Houfe could be 


any way apprized of the Contents thereof ; 
whereas the Bill now inQueftion, has frequente 
ly had the Approbation of this-Houfe, 

Mr C---r of the Ex----r.] Sir, What the 
Hon, Gentleman has been pleafed to move 
for, is certainly an extraordinary Method of 
Proceeding, and never iplemaliuten fore 
very extraordinary and preffing Occafion. As 
to the Precedent mentioned, it was one of 
the moft extraordinary Occafions that ever 
can happen, and in a Cafe that required the 
utmoft Difpatch. I can’t think there is any 
Comparifon between that Cafe and the prefents 
there isin the prefent no Neceffity for going 
into any Extraordinary Method. We. have 
Time enough for obferving the ordinary 
Methods of Proceeding. . The Fate of the 
Bill does no ways depend on its being brought 
in this very Day. If the Gentleman fhould 
move. in the ufual manner for Leave to 
bring ina Bill, and Orders fhould be thereupon 
given by the Houfe to fome Gentlemenito 
prepare and bring in the fame; canit be faid 
that this Method will occafton the putting ir 
off for this Seffion? Therefore, Sir, I hope 
the Gentlemen will not infift upon this ex- 
traordinary Method of having Leave to 
bring it up immediately. 

S---1 S--—-ys Efq;] Sir, I fhall be very far 
from making any Comparifons between the 
Cafein Hand, or between any Cafe, and that 
which immediately concerns the Safety and 
Prefervation of the Crown. But, as I had 
affured you that the Bill in my Hand, was 
the very fame with that which had before 
been approved of by this Houfe, I thought 
it quite unneceflary for the Houfe to obferve 
that Ceremony of ordering fome Gentlemen 
to prepare and bring in a Bill which wasal- 


W Teady prepar’d. Idon’t defire to bring any thing 


into this Houfe without firft having the Leave 
of the Houfe; yet I can’tthink, that though 
the ancient Method of Proceeding were re~ 
vived, the Houfe would be in any Danger 
of being furprized into any thing: Forno Bill 
can pafs till it has been three times read, and 
has pafled through a Committee. It is el 

the 
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the Reftraint we have laid ourfelves under, 
that prevents the Houfe’s being furprized ; 
it is the Neceffity of having the Bill fo often 
read before it can pafs; for when a Gentle- 
man has moved br Leave to bring in an 
Bill for the Purpofes he mentions, the Houfe 
can’t know whether the Bill prepared and 
brought in be according to their Orders, till 
it be once read : Some Gentlemen “might 
move for Leave to bring ina Bill, and up- 
on obtaining fuch Leave, might bring in a 
Billof aquite different Nature; but this would 
probably be difcovered on the firft Reading, 
the Bill would without donbt be thrownout, 
and whoever endeavoured thus to impofe on 
the Houfe, would probably meet with amoft 
fevere Cenfure.--- But the prefent Difpute 
really feems to be between the Words to 
bring up, and the Words to bring in; for my 
part I am quite indifferent in this Affair; 
whether I have Léave to bring it up now, 
or to bring it in a litele while hence, does 
‘not in my Opinion fignify much; if I have 
Leave to bring it xp, I muft immediately 
take a Walk to the Bar; if I have Leave to 
bring in a Bill, and am ordered to prepare 
one for that purpofe, I fhall take a Walk 
the fame Way in a very little time; But for 
the Bill itfelf, I do think it of fuch Confe- 
quence, that if there were any Method by 
which we could thew a moré than ordinary 
Regard to the Bill, that oughr certainly to 
be obferved. 

The Rt Hon. Mr S----r then read from 
the Journal of the Houfe of the 9th Year of 
his late Majefty’s Reign, the Precedent men- 
tioned by Sir F---» R----t, and: faid, Gen- 
tlemen, the ufual Method of proceeding iu 
this Houfe, as to the bringing in of Bills, 
3s, firft to move for Leave to bring in a Bill 
for fuch or fuch Purpofes, and that being a- 
greed to, the Houfe then orders fome of their 
own Number to prepare and bring in the 
Bill; this is the ufual Method, but in the 
Precedent I have now read toyou it appears 
the then Solicitor General moved for Leave 
to bring #p fuch a Bill, which was granted, 
and he immediately brought up the Bill, and 
the fame was read a firft time; from which 
it is plain that Mr Solicitor, when he made 
his Motion, informed the Houfe, that he had 
prepared flich. a Bill, and had it then ready 
to be laid before them, and therefore he mo- G 
ved for Leave to bring it up, which it feems 
the Houfe ‘at that time complied with. 

Upon this fome Members fufpecting that 
he was, in Purfuance of this Precedent, go- 
ing to put the Queftion on the Motion made 
by Mr S-—s,theycalledout No, no. Where- 
npon, he faid, Gentlemen, as to the Affair 
in hand, or any Affair that comes before 
this Houfe, I am not to appear of one fide 
of the Queftion nor of the other. It is my 
Bufinefs to take Care that the Orders and 
Methods of Proceeding be regularly obferved, 
In all Queftions about Order I am to inform 
you, of what has been forasesly done in the 
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like Cafes, and to rake Care that all Decency 
and Order be obferved.both in our Debates 
and Proceedings: In all Cafes 1 am to ob- 
ferve thofe DireGtions the Houfe, fhall be 
pleafed to give, and in the prefenr Cafe I 
only defire to know from you, what Method 
you will obferve, whether you are inclined 
to follow the Precedentnow read to you, or 
if you are inclined to proceed according to 
the Method ufually obferved: But I muft puz 
you in mind, that if you proceed according 
to the ufual Method, Decency requires that 
the Bill should not be brought inimmediate- 
ly after the Orderfor preparing and bringing 
in the fame; it is necefiary that fome Time 
fhould intervene between the Order for pre- 
paring it, and the prefenting of it to the Houfe; 
and therefore I mutt defire that thofe Gen- 
tlemen who fhall be ordered to prepare and 
bring it in, may not immediately to the 
Bar, and cell-us, that they have according to 
Order, prepared fuch a Bill, and are ready 
to bring it in. 

Sir W---mW----m,] Sir, tam furprized to 
hear any Fault found with Gentlemen infift- 
ing upon their Opinions, notwithftanding 
their having been difapproved of by 2 
Majority in former Seffions. _ I do not think 
Sir, that the Majority’s being of. a contrary 
Opinion can éverbe madeufe of as an Argu- 
ment for convincing Men that they are in 
the wrong: Minorities, notwithftanding their 
being out-voted, may ftill have as good an 
Opinion of their Opinions, as the Majority 
of theirs, It has often happened, that what 
has been difapproved-of by the Majority in 
one Seffion, has been approved of by a Ma- 
jority perhaps.in the very next Seilion » and 
as to the Bill now in hand, it has been two 
or three times approved of by the Majority 
of this Houfe, and as often rejeéted»or dif- 
approved of by the Majority of the orher 
Houfe; what their Reafons were I do not 
know, but I am of Opinion, that the fame 
Reafons again{t the Bill were not offered to 
the Members of this Houfe, that were of- 
fered to the Members-of the other; for if 
they had, it would probably have been dif- 
approved of, and rejeéted by the Majority 
even of this Houfe. From hence it appears 
that the Majority’s being of any one Opinion 
is no infallible Sign of that Opinion’s being 
right. This I thoughtmyfelt obliged to take 
notice of, that thofe Gentlemen who hap- 
pen to be generally of thefame Opinion with 
the Majority, may not from thence conclude 
that they are certainly right. As tothe Mat- 
ter now in Difpute, I really thinkiris of na 
Moment: Whether the Gentleman fhall have 
Leave to bring mp the Bill, or to bring in 
a Bill, is to me a Matter of fo much Indif- 
ference, that I can’t find outa Reafon why 
the Gentlemai’s Motion fhould have been 
oppofed; for to order a_Gentleman to pre= 
pare a Bill, after he has toldus that he has pre+ 


pared one, and that ’tis the very fame with 


what the Majority of this Houfe has in for- 
i mer 
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mer Seffions approved of, really feems to me 
to be a little incongruous: I can find outno 
Reafon forGentlemen’s infifting on this Piece 
of Incongruity, unlefs it be that they have 
a Diflike to the Bill itfelf. We certainly 
ought in general to obferve the ufual Method 
of Proceedings; but furely, we ought not to 
obferve any cuftomary Method, when the 
obferving it appears to be in itfelf abfird.— 


Mr S----s at laft not infifting on his Mo- 
tion, but agreeing to have the Bill brought 
in according to the ufual Method, the Quef- 
tion was put for Leave to bring in the Bill, 
which was agreed to without any Oppofiti- 
on; and Mr Sandys and Sir Edw. Stanley 
wete ordered to prepare and bring in the 
fame. Then the Houfe refolved itfelf into 
a Committee of the Supply ; andas foon as 
that was over, Mr Sandys prefented the faid 
‘Bill to the Houfe, which was received and 
read the firft time, and ordered to be read a 
fecond time.

E---d H---ly Efq; feconded his Motion, 
and a warm Debate enfued, which turning 
chiefly on the fame Topics, as in the preced- 
ing Seffion, we fhall not enlarge on the Parti- 
calire but refer to Vol. II.-No. XX. for 

* Augs1732. p. 882, 3, 4, 5; 6. 

The Speakers for the firft Motion were 
the firft 11 in the Lift for the Army (See 
P- 353) and the Speakers for the fecond, 
were the firft rs inthe oppofite Lift. 

The chief Arguments for the firft Motion, 
were, That though the publick Tranquillity 
was now eftablifhed, yet the Prefervation 
thereof depended on fo many Accidents, that 
it could not be certainly relied on, therefore 
we ought always to be in fuch Circumftan- 
ces asto be able not only to defend ourfeives, 

~ butlikewife to fulfill all our Engagements to 
our Allies: That there was {till avery pow- 
erful Party in the Kingdom, firmly attached 
tothe Pretender, and daily watching an Op- 
spre todifturb the Quier of the Nation, 
y endeavouring to overturn the prefenr hap- 
py Eftablifhment ; and therefore it was ne- 
ceflury to keep upan Armed Force fuficient 
ta diffipate any fudden Infurrection that 
might be raifed by fach Men: Thar this 
Party was ftill more audacious and more to 
be dreaded, becaufe they were fpirited up 
bya great many feditious Libels, daily {pread 
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abroad even by thofe who pretended to be 
Friends.to the Proteftant. Succeflion, and te 
the Illuftrious Family now on the Throne, 

Sir A---r C---ft laid, ¢ That the continu- 
* ing of the fame Number of Forces was the 
‘ more neceffary, becaufe to his Knowledge 
¢ Popery wasincreafing very faftin the Coun- 

y> for that in one Parifh which he knews 
there were no lefs than feven Popihh 
Priefts; and that the Danger from the Pre- 
tender was the more to be feared, becaufe 
they did not know but that he was then 
breeding his Son a Proteftant.’ 
Mr C---r of the E---r took Notice ¢ That 
a Reduction of the Army was the chief 
thing wifhed for and defired by all Facobites 
in the Kingdom; that no Redu&ion had 
ever been made, but what gave frefh Hopes 
to that Party, and encouraged them to raife 
Tumults againft rhe Government; and he 
did notdoubr, butthat ifthey fhould refolve 
to reduce any Part of the Army, there 
would be Poft-Horfes employ’d that very 
Night to carry the good News thereof to the 
Pretender and his Adherents beyond Seas.” 
H---0 W---le faid, « That the Number of 
Troops then propofed was abfolutely necel- 
fary to fupport his Majefty’s Government, 
and would be neceffary as long as the Na- 
tion enjoyed the Happinefs of having the 
¢ prefent Iluftrious Family on the Throne. 

The chief Arguments made ufe of againft 
the firft Motion, and for the fecond, were, 
That if they gave any Creditto his Majefty’s 
Speech at the Opening the Seffion, which 
they were in Duty bound to do, the Tran- 
quillity of Exrope never was, nor ever. could 
be om a more firm Bafis than at prefent, 
therefore a Redu&ion was now to be made 
in the Army, or never to be expected. As 
to the Pretender, they did not believe that 
there was any confiderable Party for -him in 
this Nation: That Pretence had always been 
a Minifterial Device made ufe of, only 
for accomplifhing their own Ends; but in 
reality a meer Bugbear, for rhat his Majefty 
reigned in the Affeétions of his People; up- 
on that his Majefty’s Security depended, and 
if ic did not depend on that, the Illuftrious 
Family now on the Throne could. have but 
little Security in the prefent Number, or in 
any Number of Standing Forces, that could 
be kept up for its Defence: That if thete 
was any Difcontentin the Nation, it was ow- 
ing tothe keepingup fuch a numerous Sraa- 
ding Army in Time of Peace, whereby the 
People were fubjected to many Hardthips 
which they were never beforeacquainted with: 
That the People of Englandhad never gonein- 
toany violent Meafures, againft the Princeon 
the ‘Throne, but when the Prince or. rhofeem- 
ploy’d by him were firft in the Fault: That 
this Maxim was fo generally true, thatinour 
whole Hiftory there was no Inftance to the 
gontrary, but only that which happened in the 
Reign ot Kinz Charles I. theretore, if there 
was any Uneafinefs among the People, the 
proper 
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proper Remedy was, to remove thofe things 
which were the Caufes thereof: H the Mi- 
nifters fhould change their Meafures, the Peo- 
ple would certainly alter their Minds. That 
the Dutch were by the Situation of their Coun- 
sty in amuch more dangerous State than we 
ate or can be in, yet had then refolved on 2 
Redufion of their Army; therefore ty 
thought we could have no Pretence for c@Mi- 
sinuing ours. 
Sir W---m W---m faid, ¢ That though the 
— Arguments in the Affair before 
m, had often been canvaffed in that Houfe, 
© yet, fays he, the Debate of this Day feems 
* to mefomething new : In former Years the 
© Gentlemen whoargued for a Standing Ar- 
© my in Time of Peace, always argued for its 
® Continuanceonly for one Year longer ; but 
© Gentlemen have now thrown off the Mask, 
* and are daring enough to declare, that thefame 
*-Number of Forces muft always be keptup: 
© And madeas it were a Partof our Conftitu- 
* tion. We have already continued the Army 
* fo , that fome Gentlemen have told us to 
* day what no Man would have ventured to 
© have told us afew Years ago ,and if we con- 
* tinue it but a little longer, it may be in the 
*-Power of fome Gentlemen to talk to this 
“ Houfe in Terms noway agreeable to theCon- 
* ftitution or the Liberties of our Country. 
* To tell us, Sir, that the fame Number of 
© Forces muft bealways kept up, isa Propofi- 
* tion full fraught with innumerable Evils, 
© more sdedaly this, that it may make 
® wicked Minifters more audacious in pro- 
© pagating Schemes inconfiftent with the Li- 
+s 2 deftru&tive to the Trade, and bur- 
® thenfome on the People of this Nation. In 
“ Countries governed by Standing Armies, 
* the Inclinations of the People are but little 
*€ minded, the Minifters place their Security 
* inthe Army, the Humoursof the Army they 
* only confult, with them they divide the 
‘© Spoils, and the Peopleare plundered by both. 
* In this Country, his Majefty has the 
© Hearts, Hands and Purfes of all his Subje&s 
* at his Service, and may he have them always, 
€ but! hope they willnever bein his Power. 
© His Majefty defires no fuch thing; he never 
€ can defire it; hedepends only on the Affec- 
* tions of his People; and therefore, Sir, I

Mr P---y, among agreat many other {mart 
things, id, He could not but be diverted with 
fome Arguments then, and on former Occafi- 
ons e ufe of for keeping up a Standing 
Army. Laft Year, fays he, we were told thata 
Popith Solicitor was a dangerous Man to the 
Government, (See Vol. II.p.885 B) and now 
2 Popith Solicitor has fpawned out Seven Po~ 
pith Priefts,and even the Poft-Horfes I find 
have joined in this traiterous Confederacy. 

As tothe Argument drawn from the Reduttion 
of the Dutch Forces, it was replied, That the Re- 
duttion mentioned was not then agreed to by the 
States-General: It wasa great Queftion, whether 
it would or no, and if it fhould, it was only a Re-

On the Spanifs Depre- 
dations. 

Sir W----d L----n begun to this Effeét. 
Sir, The many and great Loffes our Mer- 
chants have fuftained by the Depredations 
committed on them by the Spaniards, are 
well known to every Gentleman in this 
Howfe ; and likewife that by the 2d Separate 
Article of the Treaty of Seville all thofe Af- 
fairs were to be adjufted in the Space of 3 
Vears. As the Time is now expired, I hope, 
our Merchants have already got, or are foon to 
receive a fufficient Reparation for all theirSuf- 
ferings: This is an Affair on which the Hap- 
pinefs of many private Men depends, and is 
ef fo much Confequence both to the Honour 
and Trade of this Nation, that it is incum- 
bent upon us, as Members of this Houfe, to 
enquire into it ; and therefore, I move, That 
an bumble Addrefs be prefented to bis Majefty, 
that be will be gracioufly pleafed to give Di- 
reEtions, that there may be laid before this 
Houfe, Copies of the Reports made by bis Ma- 
jefty’s Commiffaries in Spain, together with all 
Letters and Papers relating thereto 3; and 
what Satisfa&ion bas been made to the Sub- 
jects of Great Britain for the Loffes they fuf- 
tained by the Depredations of the Spaniards 
in Europe, or in the Indies, purfuant to the 
2d Separate Article of the Treaty of Peace, 
Union, Friendjbip, and mutual Defence be- 
tween the Crowns of Great Britain, France, 
and Spain, concluded at Seville on the oth of F 
November, 1729. 

This Motion for an Addrefs being fe- 
eonded, Mr C--+r of the E---r faid, Sir, fuch 
an Addrefs may, if Gentlemen infift on it, 
be prefented to his Majefty, but Ican now 
affure you, there is as yet nothing that his 
Majefty can lay before you ; for tho’ by the 

¢ the Commifiaries of the 
two Nations were to fettle all the Affairs re- 
ferred to them by that Treaty, within the 
Space of 3 Years trom the date thereof ; yet 
by reafon of feveral unforefeen Accidents, 
they never could meet fo as fo cnter upon Bu- 
finefs, till Fed. laft. Since that time they 
have been proceeding upon the Affairs reter- 
sed to them, but as yet nothing is brought to 
that Maturity, as to be proper to be laid be- 
fore this Houie.

W---m P---y E{q;] There is a Term made 
ufe of in the Exchequer called Wichi/, which 
has been fome times ufed by the Gentleman 
who fpoke laft, and has often been given as 
an Anfwer to this Houfe, when Accounts of 
the Produce of fome certain Branches of the 
Revenue have been called for. Now as tothe 
prefent Affair, it may be there has not yet 
been any thing done, or at leaft not brought 
to Maturity, to be proper to be laid before 
this Houf:: This may be the Cafe, tho’ it 
is a little furprizing that in fo long a time 
there fhould have been nothing done ; howe- 
ver, fuppofing that it is the Cafe, then his 
Majefty may give us this Exchequer Term 
for Anfwer ; he. may tell us there has not 
been any thing done : It is from his Majefty 
only, that this Houfe can properly have an 
Anfwer: Even fuch an Anfwer we are not 
to take from any Subjeé&t whatfoever.

Ido not know 
but it moy laft as long at the Gentlemen em- 
ployed as our Commiffaries may live ; for as 
they have thereby a good Salary and all 
their Charges borne, they may not perhaps

F---n C---t, Ffq,] Sir, 1 muft do the 
Gentlemen employ’d the Juftice to declare, 
that to my Knowledge,. they very much de- 
{pife the Salaries they have from the Pub- 
lick, and are pufhing as much as poffible the 
Accommodation of all the Affairs referred to 
them, in order that they may return home 

to 

















to look after their private Affairs. I am ve- 
ry fure there is not one of them who, for the 
Sake of the Salary, would have gone out of 
the Kingdom, or ftay one Month in Spain. 
It was the Hopes only of being ferviceable to 
their Country, that prevailed on them to go 
thither, and they are doing as much as lies 
in their Power to render their Service as be- 
neficial as poffible to their Country ; the 
fooner that Affair is brought to a Conclufion, 
the more beneficial will their Service certain- 
ly be.

W---m P---y, E{q;] Sir, We may depend 
on it, that his Majefty will take all poflible 
Care of this, as well as of every other Af- 
fair that regards the Honour or Happinefs of 
the Nation, but his Majefty muft employ o- 
thers under him, and as they may be dilato- 
ry or negligent, therefore it is the Duty, and 
has always been the Practice of this Houfe, 
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fairs, that it were better for the Nation, and 
the Sufferers, to have yielded up the Affair at 
firft, and to have given the Money fuch Com- 
miffion might coft the Publick, to be divided!

Orders were difpatched from Sp2:” for refto< 
ring the Englifh Ship and Cargo,-and her 
not being reftored is not owing to any Neg= 
leé&t here, or at the Court of Spain, but to 
the Shifts and Delays made uf: of by his 
Catholick Majefty’s Governors in the W¢- 
Indies, who notwithftanding their having 
received exprefs Orders for delivering up that 
Ship and Cargo, had found out fome new 
Pretences for delaying the fame. 

W---r P---r, Efq3] Sir, I cannot but with 
Pleafure obferve, thatif a War thould happen 


to enquire into the Management of Affairs D between Spain and us, we muft certainly get 


of great Confequence. In the prefent Cafe, 
Iam for the Addrefs propofed, becaufe it 
will be a Spur to the Minitters, to procure 
as fpeedy and as ample a Satisfaction to our 
injured Merchants, as they can poflibly get.

Satisfaction. One of the Captains did in 
purfuance of thefe Inftructions fend his Boat 
with his Lieutenant on fhore to demand Sa- 
tisfaétion ; but the Spaniards were fo far 
from complying with fo juft a Demand, that 
they made the Lieutenant and the Men Pri- 
foners ; whereupon he, like a brave Eng/:/b 
Captain, feized the firft Spanijh Ship he 
could meet with: But I have been fince in- 
formed that this Spani/b Ship has been re- 
ftored, tho’ the Englifb Ship has not, nor the G 
Owners of it received any Satisfaction. How 
we came to reftore this Ship, before they 
had agreed to releafe our Ship, is more than 
I can comprehend ; for as they had done the 
firft Injury, they ought to have been obliged 
to have made the firft Reparation. As to 
the Gentlemen employed as our Commifla- P{ 
ties, I don’t know whether they defpife their 
Salaries or no, but Iam fure if they conti- 
nue as long in Spain as one Gentleman feems 
apprehenfive they may, it will verify what 
J faid in this Houle in relation to thofe Af- 
Vox.

T---s WV ---n, moved for a Retolution, That 
mo Sugar, Paneels, Syrops, or Mela ffs, nor 
any Rum «or Spirits, except of the Growth or 
Manuja@ure of bis Majefty’s Sugar Colonies 
in America, foould be imported into Ip laud, 
but from Great Britain only. 

W---r C---y, Efg; oppofed this Motion, and 
faid in Subftance, That he would join in any 
proper Meafures for encouraging our Sugar 
Colvgies, but he couid not agre¢ to the alter- 

Ccec ing 
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ing the Laws as they then ftood with refpeét 
to the Importation into Ireland: That the 
allowing of Rum to be imported direétly inte 
Ireland from any of our Colonies in the Wef- 
Indies, was with Defign to difcourage the 
Confumption of French Brandies in that 
Kingdom ; which Defign would be entirely 
overthrown by that Refolution ; for if it 
fhould be made neceflary to bring Rum to, 
and enter it in England, before it could be 
eatried to Ireland, it would very much en- 
hance the Price of it, by which the Con- 
fumption thereof would be diminifhed,and the 
Confumption of French Brandies confequent- 
Jy increafed: That it was unreafonable to 
Jay fuch a Reftri€tion on the Trade to Ire- 
Zand, becaufe that Kingdom was a Part of 
our own Dominions, and contributed very con- 
fiderably to the Riches and Power of Eng- 
Zand : That befides, if a Law fhould be made 
in the Terms of the Refolution propofed, it 
would probably embroil us with fome of our 
Neighbours: the French might look on it as 
a Breach of the Treaty of Utrecht, which 
ftipulates, that the Trade between France 
and us fhould remain on the fame footing it 
was on at that Time; and the Portuguexe 
would certainly look on it as a Breach of the 
Treaties fubfifting between us and them, be- 
caufe by fuch a Law the Importation of Por- 
tugal Sugars dire€tly into Ireland, would be 
exprefly prohibited. 

J---% S----pe, E(q3] As to enhancing the 
Price of Rum in Ireland, and thereby dis- 
eouraging its Confumption in that Kingdom, 
no fuch Confequence could enfue from the 
Refolution propofed, becaufe there might ftill 
be as much Rum as was requifite for the 
Confumption in that Kingdom imported di- 
seétly thither from our own Sugar Colonies 
in America; what was propofed by the Refo- 
fution moved for, was only to prohibit the 
dire&t Importation of any of the Commodi- 
ties mentioned therein, trom any of our o- 
ther Colonies in America, and with good 
Reafon, becaufe it appeared, that what was 
imported dire€tly into Ireland from the other 
Colonies, was generally the Produce of the 
Foreign Sugar Colonies in that Part of the 
World, whereby the Trade of thofe Colonies 
was very much encouraged and improved, to 
the Ruin of our own Sugar Colonies in 4me- 
vica. Tho’ we are to look upon Ireland as 
a Part of our own Dominions, yet we ought 
mot to allow them to encroach upon any 
Branch of the Trade of England, which 
they are always endeavouring ; and if we 
did not take care to keep that Country under 
the Yoke, they might in time grow fo rich 
as to be able to throw it off, which they 
would perhaps willingly do, if ever it hhould 
happen to be in their Power: As to Portugal, 
fome Werds might be put in, for obviating 
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any Exception that might be taken by theme 

Hon. G---ge D----n, Efq; faid, He was 
forry to differ from his Hon. Friend, but he 
had always looked on Prohibitions in Trade 
as of dangerous Confequence, and never to be 
laid on it, unlefs abfolutely neceflary: we 
had no Reafon to be jealous of Ireland ; that 
Country had always appeared loyal and zea- 
lous for his Majefty, and for the prefent Roy- 
al Family ; they had generally behaved as 
good Subjects, at leaft for many Years laft 
paft ; and he believed the beft way to keep 
them fo, was to give them all proper Encou- 
ragement, and to fhun as much as poffible 
laying them under any particular Reftraints 
or Difadvantages: That he looked on that 
Kingdom in a very different Light from 
what fome other Gentlemen feemed to view 
it in; the People thereof he always cenfi- 


C dered as a Part of ourfelves, and he hoped 


they, or at leaft the moft of them, never 
did, nor ever would look upon themfelves as 
being under any Yoke, but that of the Go- 
vernment and Laws of their Native Country. 

H---0 W---le, Efq;] As to what was pro- 
pofed by the Regulation moved for, he did 
not think there was any thing in it contrary 
to the Treaties of Peace or Commerce fub- 
fitting between us and any of our Neighbours ; 
it was only a Regulation of Trade within 
our own Dominions, and had no Relation to 
the Tradeof any of our Foreign Neighbourse 
If we were to prohibit the Importation of 
any one of their Commodities into any Part 
of the Briti/b Dominions, they might perhaps 
have Reafon to take it amifs ; but what was 
now propofed, was not a general Prohibiti- 
on, it was only the appointing of fuch par- 
ticular Places within our own Dominions for 
the Importatien of fuch Commodities, and 
prohibiting the importing of them at fome 
other Places: As this regarded —_ our 
Trade among ourfelves, no Foreign Power 
could take any juft Exceptions thereto ; but 
however, fince there was no Defign of pro- 
hibiting the Importation of French Spixits, 
or Portugal Sugars, direétiy into Ireland, 
therefore he would propofe an Amendment, 
to the Refolution, viz. That no Sugar, Pa- 
neels, Syrups, or Melaffes, of the Growth, 
Produ& or Manufaéture of any of the Colom 
nies or Plantations in Americ: ; mor any 
Rum or Spirits of America, except of the 
Growth or Manufa&ture of bis Maj:jty’s Sue 
Zar Colonies there, be - es into lreiand, 
but from Great Britain only. 


H_ Which was agreed to without any Divifion. 


T---s W---n, Efg; then moved, That 4 
Duty of 4.8. per Hundred Weight, sterling 
Money, be laid on ali Foreign Sucars and Pa- 
neels imported into any of bis Majefty’s Colo- 
nies or Plantations in America. Which was 
agreed to without any Oppofition. Cult 
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C---] M---n B---n, moved the two follow- 
ing Refolutions, viz. 1. That a Duty of 6d. 
per Gallon, Sterling Money, be laid on all 
Foreign Melaffes and Syrups imported into any 
of bis Majefty’s Colonies or Plantations in A- 
merica. 2. That a Duty of gd. per Gal- 
don, Sterling Money, be laid on all Foreign 
Rum imported into any of bis Majefly’s Colo- 
nies in America. 

Sir F---2 B---d obferv’'d, That as the 
Trade ftood between our Northern Colonies 
and the French Sugar Iflands, it appeared 


that our Colonies bought Melafies of them B 


at avery low Price, and diftilled them into 
Rum, by which they provided themfelves at 
afmall Charge with the Rum that was ne- 
ceffary for them in their Trade with the In- 
dians, and in their Fithing Trade. They 
had, it was true, moft of the Materials for 
making this Rum trom the French, but the 
Manufaéture was all their own, and thereby 
a-great many of our Subjects in that Part of 
the World were empioyed and maintained : 
That fuch a high Duty on French Melaffes, 
and the Difficulty of running fuch a buiky 
Commodity, would lay them under a Necef- 
fity of manufa@turing it themfelves, fo that 
‘ur Subjeéts would lofe all their Employment, 
and inftead of buying Melaffes in their natu- 
ral Drefs from the French, they would be 
obliged to purchafe the fame manuia¢tured 
into Rum, whereby the French Sugar Iflands 
would take of them at icat& three times the 
‘Money they took formeriy. It would be ea- 
4y tocarry that Rum, and fell it in a Smug- 
Jing way to our Fithing Veffels at Sea, and 
even to run it into every one of our Colonies 
on the Continent of Amertca. The Sea- 
Coaft belonging to us in that Part of the 
World is of fuch a vaft Extent, and hath 
fo many little Harbours and Creeks, the 
Roads are fo little frequented, and the Towns 
fo open, that it would be impoffible to prevent 
the Running of French Rum on fhoar, or the 
Conveying it from one Town to another af- 
ter it is landed. No, not even if we fhould 
fend thither the whole Army of Excife Of- 
ficers we have here. The fending of them 
thither might indeed add a great deal to our 
Happinefs in this Country, but all of them 
together could be of no Service for fuch a 
Purpofe in that Country. That as to the 
laying-a Duty both upon Foreign Rum and 
Melaffes, he would nct be altogether againft 
it, but then it ought to be only a fmall Du- 
ty, for the Sake of giving an Advantage to 
our own Sugar Colonies, not fuch a high Du- 
ty as was in a manner equal to a Prohibiti- 
on ; for that was granting a Monopoly toour 
Sugar Ifiinds, with refpect to a Commodity 
abfoiutely neceffiry io: our Northern Colonies 
both in their Fifhing Trade, and in their 
Trade with the native Indians; and as the

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French were our Rivals in both thofe Trades, 
we were about giving them a certain Advan- 
tage as to thefe Trades, without doing them 
any Harm as to their Sugar-Trade; for if 
they fold Sugar and Rum cheaper than our 
Colonies did, they would have Vent enough 
for all they could make, they would have 2 
ftolen Market for it in the Britifb Domini- 
ons, and an open Market in all other Parts 
of the World. 

C---1 M---n ‘B---n faid, That he had of- 
ren heard our Army of Excife Officers fer 
in a very terrible Light, and reprefented as 
of the moft dangerous Confequence to the 
Liberties of the Nation; but now he heard 
it urged that this whole Army would not be 
able to reduce our Northern Colonies, and 
he was fure if they were not, there was no 
Fear of their being able to reduce this Na- 
tion, But without fending any of that Army 
to America, he hoped there would beno fuch 
things as Smuglingin that Part of the World ; 
it was to prevent fuch a pernicious Practice, 
that he propofed only laymg a Duty en Fo- 
reign Rum, not a Prohibition, and the Qury 
he propofed was no higher than was abfo- 
lucely neceflary for patumg our Sugar Iflands 
on an equal Foot with the French, 

Sir Jn B---d] That he had faid chatour 
whole Army of Excifemen would not be a- 
ble to prevent the Running of French Rum 
in that Country; he did got mention redy- 
cing the Country; but he believed it would be 
much eafier to reducé the Country, than to 
prevent che Running of French Rum in it, 
in cafe what was then propofed fhould take 
effe&: Thar if che Gentleman really meant 
he was very unfor- 
tunate in what he had propofed, for he had 
propofed the only Method that could be 
thought on for encouraging the Smuggling 
Trade, which was that of laying on 2 hig 
Duty, equal, if not adove, the firft Price of 
the Commodity on which it was laid,

The two following Refolutions were agreed to 
withont any Oppofition, viz. 1.That all the Du~ 
ties charged on the Importationof all Sugars and 
Paneels of the Growth, Produtt and Manuface 
ture of his Majefiy’s Calonies and Plantations in 
America, into Great Britain, be drawn back 
on Exportation of the fame,

ridiculous Foibles of others, they are hum- 
ble enough to fearth their own Hearts for 
the fame Infirmities: 
« ‘There is a°Weaknefs, indeed, which 
fometimes is the Misfortune of Men 
whofe Worth and Underftanding ‘we 
hold at no mean “Rate, namely, a Scif- 
Sarisfa@tion, which, when it grows im- 
moderate, renders all Science vain and 


Man is marked with fo forbidding a Cha- 
racteriftick. It would be the Blefling of 
Society, if all bad Men were unfociable 5 
fince theInnocent and well-meaning would 
never be tempted to put themfelves into 
the Hands of notorious Inhumanity.

Where this overgrown Self-Satisfa&i-

we have no Reafon to be forry that the

The Truth is, there cannot be a harder 
Task than to bear that Behaviour from a

As what has been here faid, is only of 
that Kind of Pride which corrupts Men 
of Worth, we have neverthelefs Reafon 
to with them well inSpite of their Foibles, 
and we cannot wifh them better than that 
they may fee thefe Failings. Extreme 
Pride and Infolence are ill Signs of an 
elevated Mind, oiten fure Proofs of one 
that is mean and groveling, always of a 
Judgment mightily corrupted and mifled. 
Even their Boafts of Affection for their 
Friends, will be treated as favouring more 
of Ambition, and Delight to govern, than 
really to oblige. Such Men might juftly 
be alarmed, did they confider how much 
they provoke the Spleen and Refentment 
of others. Mankind have no Reafonto 
bear Infolence, efpecially where they 
ftand on equal Terms, both of Power and 
Obligation. Such Infolence occafions many 
fharp Retleétions, many invidious Re- 
membrances. _ The proud Man's Profperi- 
ty, like the Tyrant’s Power, is obnoxious 
to all Men, becaufe he himfelf is the on- 
ly Man who enjoys Satisf2étion in it, 
whilft Affability; like, juft Government, 
colleéts and cherifhes all Men under 
its Wings ; So that the mcaneit are 
jn good Humour with the greateft,and can 
bear to behold the moft elevated Grand- 
eur, without repining at that Man’s Fcli- 
city from whofe Influence all feel fome 
Degree of Comfort, and none find Caufe

And thefe Sei- 
zures have continued to decreafe confide- 
rably fince 1728; at which Time the Go- 
vernment was put into a Method of de- 
tecting and preventing feveral Frauds in 
this ‘Trade by that very Body of Mer- 
chants, who have been fince fo ill treat- 
ed. Can then the Frauds undifcover’d a- 
mount to as much as the awhole nett Duty ; 
or would an Excife have brought them ‘all 
to Light? Even the Projettor, within 


Wine and Tobacco (the Rigour af Excife B Doors, did not pretend to advance the 


Laws too being abated) have been of 
more dangerous Confequence to Liberty, 
or a heavier Burden upon the Poor, than 
the Excife upon Soap and Candles? Yet 
not only That, but alfo the Excife upon 
Starch, Paper, Pa i fte- Board, Silk, Callicoes 
Linnens, Stuffs, Hides, Silver-Wire, &c. 
were the Works of Ld B——’s Admini- 
ftration ; ‘notto mention theBill he brought 
into the Houfe of Commons, for reftrain- 
ing, or rather taking away the Liberty of 
the Prefs, ‘which’ he has fince made ufe 
of with fo much Indecency and Virulence 
againft other Minifters. Thefe, and many

ther a People who have expended above 
200 Millions, for the Support of their Li- 
berties, within thefe 50 Years pait, = 
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ftill pay above 5 Millions every Year, 
ought to give them up at laft for the Sake 
of faving 500,e00/. a Year in their aation- 
al Expences; efpecially when that Saving 
might be eafily made, confiftent with our 
Conftitution, by a proper Reduétion of 
the Army, the Suppreffion of ufelefs Of- 
ces, and exorbitant Penfions ? 

It likewife deferves a Remark, that 4 
none of the Morey fuppofed to be raifed 
by an Improvement on Wine and Tobacco, 
could have been apply’d to the Eafe of 
Eandbolders, as the Laws now ftand ; for 
thofe Duties being appropriated to parti- 
cular Ufes, the Application of them to 
any other would be a Violation of pub- 
lick Faith. But if the Publick thinks 
there is no Weight in fuch an Argument, 

I muft infift on is, that a Million might 
have been taken out of the Sinking Fund 
for the current Expences this Year, as 
well as s00,00c/. by which means the 
Land-Tax might have been abolifh’d 
without an Excife, as well as with it; 
but this was only a fhoeing-Horn to draw 
the landed Gentlemen into the Scheme ; 
and had They been fo weak, the Confe- p 
oo would have been a Diminution of 
the Revenue, which would have neceffi- 
tated the continuing, if not encreafing 
the Land Tax, perhaps, I might add, that 
the Pretence of Frauds and Abufes in Col- 
le&tion of the Land-Tax might be made 5 
an Argument, fome Time or other, for 
eonverting that Duty into an Excife. 

lam far from recommending the Mif- 
application of the Sinking Fund, folemn- 
ly appropriated by feveral Aéts of Parlia- 
ment to the Payment of our Debts, and 
formerly calied facred and inviolable. This ¥ 
was the Language of a Book publifhed a- 
hout 7 Years ago, entitled an Effay on the 
publick Debts, approv'd by a certain Gen- 
tleman, who then call’d Himfelf the Fa- 
ther of the Sinking Fund, but has drawn 
many a pretty Sum out of it fince, how- @ 
ever, under a Pretence, that the Money 
did not properly belong to it: But this 
Year he has publickly took half a Million 
from it, without any Diftinétion or Pre- 
tence whatfoever ; and I fhall not be fur- 
prized, if he fhould demand the cwhole Pro- 
duce next Year, for the current Expences 
of the Government. 

But if it fhould be judged proper to dif 
appropriate this boafted Fund, I think it 
will be much better apply’d to the Re- 
du&ion of Duties moft burthenfome on 
the Neceffaries of Life, Trade and Manu- 
tattury, then to the current Service of 
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the Tear. This will give the moft effec. 
tal Relief to the Britif ders, by 


rendering Provifions and Labour cheap: 
For as Mr Locke obferves, Taxes, hogy. 
ever contrived, do, in a Country, where 
their great Fund 1s in Land, for the mofé 
Part terminate on Land. 

Mr de Witte has a pretty Allegory con- 
cerning the wrong Policy of burthening 
Trade and Mauufattures. The Antients, 
fays he, have compared thefe inconfide< 
rate People to Mice; who being to li 
on the Fruit of an Orchard, and i 
the Reots of the Trees rclifh’d well, they 
eat of them,by which Means the Trees,for 
want of fufficient Root, bore lefs Fruit, 
and the weft of them told the others 
the Reafon of it, but were not believed 
by the foolifp and greedy Mice, who con- 
tinued gnawing the Root. The following 
Year many of the Trees having loft their 
Roots and Fibres, were either blown dowm 
by the Storms, or killed by the Froff, 
which the foolifh Mice judg'd wasthe Cauf 
of it, and net their eating the Roots, and 
fo continued feeding on, till the Trees 
were {0 diminifhed, that both the wife. 
and foolif Mice mutt either die of Hun 
ger, or feck a better Habitation. 

Tho’ this Fable is adapted to the Point 
in Debate, yet it is not entirely appliea- 
ble to our Cafe, at prefent; for the {oolifp 
and greedy Mice have not yet carry'd theig 
Point ; and I hope the honeft Country Mice 
will always be on their Guard againft a-

The Forms of Bills and Anfwers might 
be much fhorten’d, by leaving out un- 
neceilary Repetitions; the fame Faults 
are found with the unneceflary Forms in 
taking Depofitions of Witnefles; the Im-

tors put in Bayliffs, who live at Difcre- 
tion; {Carce ever appear themfelves, yet 
charge 65. 8d. a Day each, during the 
Sequeltration,; the Plaintiff indulges 
them in it, as believing he is to hold the 
Eftate till Payment of Debt and Charges; 
the Mafter allows thefe Demands, and re- 
ports fo much due, alledging ’tis the Prac- 
tice of the Coart fotodo. If you apply 


F to the Court, you are either fent back to 


the fame Mafter, or told, you are not 
to ftand in Contempt of the Couft, and 
have no Right to be heard, till you have 
obey’d its Decrees ; whereas, really, the 
Defendant do’s not refufe Payment thro’ 
Obitinacy but Difability ; yet the Se-

ge oge fends Mr Fog a Difcourfe 
on the Number, and Intricacy of our 
Laws; which, he obferves, give a Suitor, 
who has a wealthy or powerful Adverfary, 
a very difcouraging Profpeé& of Succefs 
from the Juftice of his Pretenfions. Tis 
not, fays he, the Laws only that want to 
be rettify’d, but the Practice of them 
much more. ‘The Courts of Equity, (ef- 
pecially the Chancery) intended to miti- 
gate the Rigour of the Common Law, 
are become the greateit Grievances of the

the Eftate, and the real Debt is not paid 
at laft, and the Reafon is, the Court of. 
Equity can't give Damage, and therefore 
the Defendant muft be punith'd with Cofts 
for an unavoidable Contempt. This is fo 
far from doing Juftice or Equity, ¢ither 
to Plaintiff or Defendant, that ’tis really 
plundering them both. ’Tis vain to Qy 
in Excufe, that this is the Courfe of the 
Court; for if it be fo, ir ought to be 
chanzed; and it requires no Aé& of Par- 
liament to enable fuch a Change, the 

judges 

















Judges of thefe Courts having it in their 
Power to redrefs all thefe Grievances, 
as they are not Laws, but Points of Prac- 
tice only. 

Ihave, on the conttary, known a Judg- 
ment obtained in the King’s Bench for a 
Debt againft a Cegyem, and for Non- 
payment a Writ itlued to the Bifhop to 
fequefter his Spirituals, which was com- 
mitted to one Sequeftrator only under 
Security to account, who agreed with the 
Churchwardens of the Parifh, to collect 
the Tythes fequefter’d, for 201. a Year. 
When the Debt was near paid, the Debt- 
or apply’d to the Court that the Sequef- 
trator might account ; a juft Account, and 
‘Vouchers for every Article were given 
and allow’d, except thar for colleéting ; 
the Account was referr’d to the Matter 
of the Office, who reported 10 7. per Ann. 
fufficient. The Sequeftrator charged no- 
thing for himfelf and made it appear, 
that he had actually paid 20/. per Ann, 
and that nobody would colleé it under. 
that every thing that could be raifed out 
of the Premifes was colleéted and fold 
to the beft Advantage, and more made 
of it by 204. per Ann, than ever the De- 
fendant himielf made of it; the Se- 
queftrator demanded no Fees for himéfelf, 
yet.the Court confirm’d the Mafter’s Re- 

ort. 


There's no Doubt which of thefe Courts ¢ 


has a Right to the name of Equity. The 
King’s Bench did not err in oppretfing the 
Defendant for his Contempt, or counte- 
nanced the Sequeftrator or his Subftitutes 
to plunder him, as the other Method of 
Practice certainly does. 

"Tis hop'd therefore our Chancellors 
have comply’d with this Practice only as 
they have found it fo ufed, rather than as 
they thought it juft, and that a Remedy 
will {peedily be applied, efpecially fince 
Enquiry is now to be made into the 
Fees of all the Courts, PHILOPATROS.

All the 
Power that they have 1s no more than to 
call their old Men and their Captains to- 
gether, and to propound to them, with- 
out Interruption, the Meafures they think 
proper. After they have done fpeaking, 
all the others have Liberty to give their 
Opinions alfo, and they reafon together

fome unanimous Refolution. 'Thefe Con- 
ferences in Matters of great Difficulty 
have fometimes lafted two Days, and are 
e@lways carricd on with great Temper 
and Modefty.

fhould be whipt for it. When you are 
drunk you are quarrelfome, and you know 
you love to be drunk, but you don’t love 
to be whipt,’ Fonfeka was convinced, = 
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begged me to pardon the Man. As foon as 
i granted it, Tomo-chi-chiand Fonfeka ran 
and untied him ; which I perceived was 
done to fhew that he owed his Safety to 
their Interceffion.

But, if 
the King, by his fole Power, had difpenfed 
with, or broke thro” thefe Articles, he would 
have invaded the Laws, and violated his Co- 
ronation Oath ; but this is not pretended to 
be the Cafe ; and he never left his Britifh 
Dominions, or defires to fupport or increafe his 

F German, without Confent of Parliament. 
What, therefore, the Craftfman hath faid 
about thefe two fundamental Points in the 
A&t of Settlement is Nonfence: Tis not only 
ridiculous, but Treafonabse to infinuate, That 
the King hath broke thro’ the Conftitution, 


G and that the People aze abfolved from their4/- 


Jegiance when his Majefty hath broke no Law, 
Another Point propagated among the People 
is, That tho’ the King is fuperior to every In- 
dividual, yet be is inferior to the Colleétive 
Body of the People. An Affertion abfolutely 
falfe and tending to Treafor : For what is the 
H whole People but all the Individuals? to eve- 
ry oneof them, the King is, even by this Au- 
thor, acknowledg’d Superior. This fhewsthe 
Affertion to be compleat Nonfenfe. But be 
fides, “tis againfi Law ; for the King is, by 
the Laws of England, in all Caufes, and over 
all Perfons, Supreme, 7. ¢. in his Executive 
Power.
